The marine engineers employed on 
he ferry boats have taken their per- 
onal appeal for a readjustment of 
vassenger fares and rates to pay 
o the mayors of the bay cities. 

* Letters were addressed by the 
larine Lngineers’ Beneficial Assoc- 
ation to the executives of San Fran- 
‘isco, Oakland, Berkeley, Alameda, 
Sausalito and San Rafael, explain- 
ing their demands and asking co-oper 
ation in obtaining the readjustment. 

The engineers’ union has served no 
tice that unless wages are increased 
in proportion to the cost of living 
{they will insist on a reduction of 
ferry fares ,recent increases having

ed. The ferry employes officers of 
the union declare, have received none 
of the benefit of the increased  in- 
come given the railroad companies.

Hereafter no alien mentioned in 
section two hereof (ineligible to cit- 
zenship) and no company, associa- 
tion, or corporation mentioned in 
section three hereof (cotnrolled by 
inelig:ble aliens) may be appointed 
guardian of that portion of the es- 
tate of a minor which consists of 
property which such alien or such 
company, association or orporation 
is inhibited from acquiring, possess- 
ing or transferring by reason of the 
provisions of this act. The public 
administrator of the proper county, 
or any other competent person or 
corporation, may be appointed guard- 
ian of the estate of a minor or cit- 
izen whose parents are ineligible to 
appointment under the provisions of 
this act.

Excess Profits 
Taxs Due Before 
December the 15th 


Collector of Internal Revenue Jus- 
tus S. Wardell has announced that 
the fourth and last quarterly install 
ment payments of 1919 income an: 
excess profits taxes which must b 
paid on or before December 15, tr 
avoid penalty and interest, are com- 
ing in promptly in response to statc- 
ments sent out from his office. 

“The indications are, said Collec- 
tor Wardell “that the delinquencies 
of 1919 taxes in this district, will 
not exceed two per cent. Whea 
it is considered that there are more 
than 150,000 income taxpayers in the 
San Francisco office, and the collec- 
tions of income and excess profits 
taxes will this year aggregate about 
$85,000,000. The comparatively few. 
delinquencies is a evidence of the 
desire of the pople to punctiliously 
meet their Federal ,tax obligat‘ons. 
This is as true of the individ ial tax- 
payer who has but a few dollars to 
pay because: of his salaried™ income, 
as is with the great corporations 
having paid millions of dollars on 
their earnings.” 

The Collector pointed out that it 
was in the interest of all taxpeyers 
to see that their, accounts with the 
Government are closed before the 
15th of this month. Because fail- 
ure of che taxpayer to rewive a 
statement of his account %y reason 
of a change o faddress. or for any 
other reason, does not relieve hin 
of the obligation to pay his tax with- 
in the time specified.
